Washington, March 4.—(Special.)—The fif- 
ty-third congress is a thing of the past, It 
expired at noon today, and as its life went 
out, the newspaper correspondents in tie 
press gallery, to the number of 200, sang the 
doxology, to the great amusement of the 
members and the galleries. It was their 
expression of joy at relief from the long and 
gontinuous labors which a congress imposes 
gpon them, 

The feature of the close of congress was 
the demonstration of friendship and approv- 
al accorded Speaker Crisp by the house, In 
the history of this country there never has 
been occasion wnen the representatives 
demon$trated such warm personal feeling 
and regard for a speaker. Democrats and 
republicans alike joined init. It came about 
ever a resolution introduced by Mr, Cannon, 
of Illinois, a repuolican, thanking Speaker 
Crisp for the ability and fairness he had 
displayed in presiding over the house. 

"Mr. Cannon delivered a brief speech in 
“gbich he complimented the speaker in the 

nest flattering terms, and stated that as a 
lepresentative of the republican side of the 

chamber of the house, he desired, represent- 
ing that entire side, to thank the speaker 
for the impartiality and ability he had dis- 
played as the presiding officer of the house.

SCENES IN THE HOUSE. 


Ladies Invited to Seats—Mr. Crisp’s 
Speech. 

Washington, March 4.—The house ad- 
journed promptly at noon today, in the 
presence of crowded galleries, It had taken 
a recess at 3:15 o'clock this morning, after 
disposing of the naval appropriation bill, 
which was passed exactly as it came from 
the 

At 8 o'clock the house reassembled and 
spent the time until noon, with an interim 
of one hour and fifteen minutes in recess, 
disposing of measures of minor importance 
resolutions complimen@.ry 
to Speaker Crisp, These resolutions were 
presented by Mr, Cannon, republican, of 
lliinois, for the republicans, upon the re- 
fusal of Mr. Reed to be a party to the 
matter. Mr, Reed, probably with the em- 
phatic declination of the democrats to en- 
dorse his administration of the speakership 
fresh in his mind, also refrained from vot 
ing on the resolutions. Mr. Wilson, demo- 
crat. of West Virginia, the democratic lead- 
er and the new postmaster general, made 
his valedictory in complimenting Speaker 
Crisp, 

2ut fourteen members were present when 
Speaker Crisp called the house to order at 
§ o'clock this morning. 

Under unanimous consent, Mr. Bank- 
head, democrat, of Alabama, secured the 
passage of a senate bill amending the act 
authorizing the Texarkana and Fort Smith 
Railway Company to construct a bridge 
over the South river, Arkansas, 

A senate bill amending the river and har- 
bor act of i894 to widen the harbor at 
Brunswick, Ga., and appropriating $30,000 
for each 100 feet of width until it shall be 
500 feet wide, was passed, 

Grosvenor Attacks Populists. 

Mr. Grosvenor precipitated a debate on 
the silver question by his severe strictures 
upon the populist party, He characterized 
it as a party small in number and smaller 
in the next congress, He contended that if 
the international monetary conference shall 
prove a success, many of these gentlemen 
will be out of a job. He did not believe that 
if bimetallism at 16 to 1 should be accom- 
plished and taken out of politics, they would 
agree to it, 

Mr. Simpson, populist, of Kansas, reply- 
ing to Mr. Grosvenor’s charge of dema- 
gogy as applied to the populist party, said 
that it came with poor grace from republi- 
cans who had persistently played the dem- 
agogue on this subject, and that the people 
of the country never knew where they 
stood, 

The point of no quorum was made by Mr. 
Simpson against a bill called up by Mr. 
Livingston for the relief of Elsas, May & 
Co., of Atlania. 

It was then 10 o’clock and the galleries 
were crowded with spectators. 

Mr. Dockery appealed to Mr. Simpson to 
withdraw his point, but the latter refused 
to do so. 

While the house was waiting for a quo- 
rum to appear Mr. Springer asked unani- 
mous consent to allow members to print 
remarks on the monetary conference propo- 
sition, but Mr. Hatch objected. 

Mr. Simpson finally withdrew his point of 
no quorum and the house, on motion of 
Mr. Dockery, then, at 10:15, took a recess 
untii 11 o’clock. . 

When the house reassembled at 11 o’clock 
a s2nate clerk announced the appointment 
of the monetary conference members on 
the part of the senate and also the resolu- 
tion providing for adjournment. The reso- 
lution was agreed tito.

CLEVELAND SENDS CONGRATULATIONS 


‘Morgan*Checkmates Gray and He 


| Promptly Retaliates in Kind. 


CALL 18 CALLED DOWN IN 4 SPEECH 


Vice-President Stevenson Makes a Pieas- 
ant Speech and Declares the 
Senate Adjourned. 


Washington, March 4.—The last message 
Which the president sent to congress, 
through the joint committee which waited 
upon him to ask whether he had = any 
further communication to make to it, was 
a tendering of congratulations to congress 
at the conclusion of its labors. 

Senator Voorhees, in delivering that mes- 
sage, did soin a spirit of humorous gravity 
which led irresistibly to an outburst of 
laughter and applause in the senate cham- 
ber and in the galleries packed with spec- 
tators. 

In the farewell words of the vice president 
testimony was borne to the magnitude of 
the questions determined by the senate 
during the congress just expiring and to 
the ability with which they had been dis- 
cussed. With the fall of the gavel, he 
said, the great debates and the important 
legislation of the fifty-third congress would 
pass into the domain of history. 

During the brief session beginning at 
o’clock and terminating at noon, there was 
litule done except the formalities of re- 
ce.v\ing messages from the house, request- 
ing the signature of the president to en- 
rolled bills and of announcing such signa- 
tures. The last two of the appropridtion 
bills--the naval and the deficiency—were 
signed by the vice president at 9:30 o’clock 
a. m. and 9:50 o'clock a. m., respectively, 
and were then transmitted to the president. 

The winding up scenes were enlivened 
by a discussion between Senators Morgan 
and Gray upon the Behring sea seal fish- 
eries question, and by a highly amusing 
ore between Senator Call and Senaters 
Aidrich, Gorman and Wolcott in reference 
to Mr. Call's resolution for a special com- 
mittee to investigate the doings of the 
Louisiana. or Honduras Lottery Company. 
In his indignation at tne failure of his res- 
olution, Mr. Calli did not hesitate at declar- 
ing that the religious and moral people of 
the country would supply the expenses for 
the investigation which Mr. Gorman “de- 
sired to suppress.’” And when Mr. Aldrich 
intimated that. Mr. Call’s purpose was to 
affect politics in Florida, and not to 
promote morality, the Florida segator pro- 
nounced Mr. Aldrich’s statement as untrue 
and without any warrant except that the 
senator “desires to promote lotteries in 
the United States.”’ 

Mr. Wolcott's opposition was met with 
the assertion that that senator never failed 
to speak in the interest of a foreign corpora- 
twinon. 

Mr. Calk was in the full tide of passionate 
declamation against those senators who 
opposed his resolution when the vice presi- 
dent rose, delivered his farewell speech and 
declared the senate adjourned without de- 
bate. 

A Recess Taken. 

The senate took a recess at 4:15 o’clock 
this morning until 9 o’clock, when business 
Was resumed at the latter hour. Six sena- 
tors were present—two on the democratic 
side and four on the republican—and there 
Was apparently no business to be attend- 
ed to. 

Another recess for a quarter of an hour 
was ordered, and matters drifted along in 
that way until half-past 9 o’clock, when Mr. 
Towle, chief clerk of the house, appearea 
and announced that the speaker had sign- 
ed the naval bill (the last but one of the 
appropriation bills) and delivered it to the 
senate for the signature of the vice presi- 
dent. 

In a moment the vice president announced 
that he had signed it; and it was imme- 
diately returned to the house and was, by 
the house enrolling committee, carried to 
the white house for the signature of the 
president. 

After some ten minutes more passed in 
silence, it occurred to Mr. Call, of Florida, 
that this was an apportune time for him to 
get action on his resolution for an investi- 
gation as to the doings of the Louisiana or 
Hionduras Lottery Company, and he moved 
to take it up; but was reminded by Mr. 
Manderson, republican, of Nebraska, of the 
unanimous consent of the senate, according 
to which no business was to be transacted 
except the signing of bills and action on 
conference reports until 11 o’clock. 

“And at ll o’clock, what then?’ Mr. Cali 
queried. 

“At ll o’clock,” said Mr. Harris, demo- 
crat, of Tennessee, in his severely dignified 
style, “it is supposed that the senators will 
be here and that the senate will do as it 
pleases.”’ 

At 9:60 o’clock the last of the appropria- 
tion bills, the deficiency, was received with 
the speaker’s signature to it; and it imme- 
diately received the signature of the vice 
president and was returned to the house. 

In the course of the next hour several 
other enrolled bills were presented for and 
received the signature of the vice president, 
and this was the only sort of business 
transacted. 

The vice president announced his signa- 
ture of the anti-lottery bill and the bill 
emending the copyright law so as to limit 
the liability of publishers. 

At 10:15 o’clock a resolution was offered 
by Mr. Voorhees for the appointment of a 
committee of two senators to join a like 
committee on the part of the house to wait 
upon the president of the United States 
and inform him that the two houses, having 
completed the business of the present ses- 
sion, were ready to adjourn unless the pres- 
ident had some other communication to 
make to them. 

The resolution was agreed to, and Sena- 
tors Voorhees and Sherman were appoint- 
ed such committee. 

Morgan and Gray Even Up. 

Mr. Gray asked unanimous consent to 
take up the house bill which, he said, is 
intended to save from total destruction the 
fur seal herd, saying that it could be 
passed without delay or trouble. 

Mr. Morgan objected, and that objection 
was conclusive. 

The senate passed a concurrent resolu- 
tion, offered by Mr. Ransom, for the de- 
livery of two pieces of condemned cannon 
to the First regiment of the North Carolina 
State Guard. 

The resolution heretofore offered by Mr. 
Morgan instructing the committees on for- 
eign relations to inquire into the claim 
of Great Britain, arising out of the fur 
seal controversy, was reported back with 
some modifications from the committee on 
contingent expenses. 


Mr. Gray asked the vice president 


| whether it required unanimous consent to 


| have that resolution considered now, and, 
on being told that one objection would car- 
ry it over for a day, he promptly objected. 

Mr. Morgan endeavored to induce Mr. 
Gray to withdraw his objection, but failed, 
and Mr. Gray’s retaiation was complete. 

A resolution was passed, declaring that 
the standing and select committees of the 
Senate, as now constituted, shall be con- 
tinued until the first Monday in December, 
189%, or until the successors be appointed, 
and that the committee on printing, as it 
will be constituted in December, 1895, be 
authorized to sit during the recess. 

Resolutions of thanks to the vice pres- 
ident and to Mr. Martin, president pro tem® 
pore of the senate, for the ability, dignity, 
courtesy and impartiality with which they 
had presided over the deliberations of the 
Senate during the present session, were 
offered by Senators Morrill, republican, of 
Vermont, and Manderson, republican, of 
Nebraska, and were unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Harris, in acknowledging the com- 
pliment, said: 

‘Senators, your indulgence and kindly aid 
made the duties of the president pro 
tempore easy. Aecept my profound 
thanks for the resolution which you have 
agreed to.” 

Mr. White, democrat, of California, of- 
fered a resolution instructing the committee 
on commerce to visit the Pacific coast 
during the recess to examine sites for a 
deep sea harbor there, and Mr. Call tried 
to get up his Honduras lottery resolution, 
but Mr. Gorman remonstrated against 
both and this brought about the scene 
above described.

“Senators, the hour has arrived fixed by 
law for the termination of this congress. 
In the magnitude of the questions deter- 
mined and the ability with which they 
have been discussed, 
closing have been surpassed by few that 
have preceded it. Since its organization 
two senators have retired by resignation, 
two by expiration of the term for which 
they were appointed and four have been 
removed by the hand of death. This hour 
marks the close of the long and honora- 
ble terms of service of senators who will 
be borne in grateful remembrance by their 
associates who remain. 

“For the courtesy uniformly extended me, 
and for the resohition just adopted, my 
gratitude cannot be expressed in words. I 
would do violence to my feelings if I failed 
to express my thanks to the officers of this 
body for the fidelity with which they have 
discharged the important duties and for 
their assistance and courtesy to the presid- 
ing officer. With the fall of the gavel, the 
great debates and the important legislation 
of the fifty-third congress pass to the do- 
main of history. It only remains to make 
the official announcement that the senate 
stands adjourned without day.” 

As he uttered these last words the vice 
president let the gavel fall and the ses- 
sion closed. The vice president remained 
in the chamber for several minutes, ex- 
changing words of farewell with senators, 
of whom eighteen laid down their offices to- 
day, a much larger number than is unual at 
the close of a congress. The senators 
whose terms expire today are Messrs. But- 
ler of South Carolina, Camden of West Vir- 
ginia, Carey of Wyoming, Coke of Texas, 
Dixon of Rhode Island, Dolph of Oregon, 
Higgins of Delaware, Hinton of Virginia, 
McLaurin of Mississippi, McPherson of 
New Jersey, Manderson of Nebraska, Mar- 
tin of Kansas, Power of Montana, Ransom 
of North Carolina, Shoup of idaho, Walsh 
of Georgia, Washburn of Minnesota, and 
Wilson of Iowa. The legislatures of Dela- 
ware and Idaho have not yet chosen suc- 
cessors to senators Higgins and Shoup.

UTAH’S CONSTITUTION. 


Meeting of the Convention to Frame 
One. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, March 4.~—The con- 
vention to frame a constitution for the 
state of Utah, to be submitted to the voters 
next November, met in this city at noon 
today, It is composed of one hundred and 
two members, fifty-seven republicans and 
forty-five democrats. Three democrats and 
two republicans have not yet obtained cer- 
tificates owing to legal complications, A 
party spirit broke out at the very begin- 
ning. Charles Crane, chairman of the re- 
pubdlican territorial committee, mounted the 
stand to call the convention to order while 
the democrats insisted that that duty 
should be performed by the oldest member 
present, as the statute Was silent on that 
point, Mr. Crane was finally allowed to 
call the convention to order by a strict 
party vote. Hon. George Q. Cannon, by in- 
vitation, opened the proceedings by prayer 
and a temporary organization was effected. 
The principal subjects of interest promise 
to be the prohibition question and woman’s 
suffrage. Both party platforms are com- 
mitted to the latter but are silent on the 
former. 


Delaware Still Voting. 

Dover, Del., March 4.—The term of Mr. 
Higgins, Delaware's senator, expired with 
the adjournment of congress today, but 
the legislature today again failed to se- 
lect his successor. This was the end of the 
seventh week of the deadlock in the bal- 
loting for United States senator, and there 


is no sign whatever of a break.

IRISH LAND BILL. 


John Moreley Introduces It in the 
House of Commons. 

London, aMrch 4.—In the house of com- 
mons today Mr, Sydney Buxton, under col- 
onial secretary, stated that the commercial 
treaty between France and Canada had not 
yet been ratified owing to a defect in the 
act of the Canadian parliament, confirming 
the treaty, but he hoped that as soon as 
the Canadian parilament should meet, the 
treaty would be ratified without delay. 

Jehn Morley, chief secretary for Ireland. 
introduced the Irish land bill. In his re- 
marks introducing the measure, Mr. Mor- 
ley said he believed that the purchase of 
holdings was the ultimate solution of the 
land question in Ireland, but universa)] com- 
pulsory purchase would take more than one 
generation to effect, In the meantime a 
modus vivendi must be found. 

Mr. Morley, continuing, said that the 
foundation of the bill was the principle of 
protecting the tenant in the ownership of 
improvements. Henceforth only the ten- 
ant would receive the benent of the im- 
provements he had made upon his holding. 
as the landlord would not be allowed to 
charge rent for improvements. Fair rents 
would be fixed every ten years, instead of 
every fifteen years, as at present. Within 
the next two years all arrears due, he said, 
might be recovered, but after the expira- 
tion of that time, the landlord could not 
recover more than O years’ rent, The 
questions in regard evicted tenants, Mr. 
Morley said, would be met by re-enacting 
the thirteenth section of the act of 1891, giv- 
ing voluntary reinstatement, not-compul- 
sory, in cases where the present occupants 
are unwilling to terminate their tenancies. 
He concluded by saying that the govern- 
ment had done its best to meet the practi- 
cal difficulties of one of the thorniest sub- 
jects in the whole field of modern politics.

Royal Decorations Made the Scene One of 
Rare Beauty—Archbisbop Corrigan 
Per:orms the Ceremony. 


New York, March 4.—At high noon today, 
His Grace Achbishop Corrigan, officiating 
Miss Anna Gould became Countess de Cas- 
tellane, and the fortunes of one of Amer- 
ica’s richest heiresses was linked with a 
French nobleman of ancient name and 
proud connections. 

The wedding took place at the home of 
George Jay Gould, Fifth avenue and Sixty- 
seventh street. The palatial dwelling of 
the head of the Gould family, with its 
spacious rooms furnished in oriental 
splenor, was a fitting place for the cere- 
mony, which could not be held in the ca- 
thedral. Owing to the fact that the bride 
is a protestant, the canons of the church 
of Rome prescribe baptism in that faith 
before the solemnization of the rite of mat- 
rimony before the altar of the church. 

Miss Gould is a Presbyterian, and while 
she consented to the Catholic ritual, de- 
clined to join that church. A special dis- 
pensation was, therefore, obtained and the 
nuptial mass was omitted from the cere 
mony. 

Invitations were accordingly limited to 
relatives and about seventy-five intimate 
friends, making less than one hundred in 
all, as the house would not accommodate 
more. 

Decorations in the House. 

The scene within was gorgeous in the 
extreme. The hall was banked with palms, 
ferns and potted plants.

BONDHOLDERS OBJECT TO A SALE NOW 


simon. Borg & Co. Give as Their Reason 
for Desiring s Postponement the Un- 
settled Condition o/ Finances. 


Macon, Ga., March 4.—(Special,)—The ap- 

plication of Simon Borg & Co,, the New 
York bankers, for a postponement of the 
gale of the Georgia Southern and .Florida 
railroad, and modification of the decree 
was taken up this morning at 10 o’clock in 
Bibb superior court before Judge Griggs, of 
the Pataula circuit,. presiding for Judge 
Hardeman,- disqualified, Simon Borg & Co. 
are represented by Leopold Wallack, of 
New York; King & Spalding, of Atlanta, 
Anderson & Anderson, and Alerander 
Proudfit, of Macon, The Mercantile Trust 
and Deposit Company, of Baltimore, is rep- 
resented by Hon. Hoke Smith, of Atlanta, 
and Dessau & Bartlett, of- Macon. The 
 pondholders’ committee is represented by 
Skipwith Milner, of Baltimore, Among 
others present are President John Gill, ot 
the Baltimore Mercantile Trust and Depos- 
it Company; H. P. Smart, of Savannah, 
chairman of the bondholders’ committee, 
and T. B. Gresham, of Baltimore, another 
member of the bondholders’ committee, 

Borg & Co. own $169,000 of the first mort- 
gage bonds, and represent similar bonds to 
the amount, of $286,000, and certificates to 
the amount Of $65,000, Both sides announc- 
ed ready. Mr, Wallack read the petition jof 
Borg & Co., and declared that it contained 
two motions, to-wit: One to postpone the 
gale of the road until next October or No- 
yember, and the other, a modification of 
the original decree, and that a supple- 
mentary decree may be entered authoriz- 
ing the special masters of the sale to ac- 
cept in part payment of the purchase mon- 
ey of the road the certificates of deposit of 


to the extent of the cash dividend which 
the bonds they represent would be entitled 
to. When the bondholders’ committee was 
organized they received a majority of the 
first mortgage bonds, deposited them with 
the Mercantile Trust and Deposit Company, 
for which negotiable certificates were issued 
by the company. The postponement of sale 
is desired until next fall on account of the 
present unsettled financial] condition of the 
country, whereas, by next October or No- 
vember, there may be changes in the finan- 
ciai condition to justify capitalists in finan- 
ciering the property, Mr, Wallack offered 
affidavits of certain other bondholders and 
certificate holders who desire with borg & 
Co. a postpoazement of the sale. Mr, Skip- 
with Milner moved that the proceedings 
against the bondholders’ committee be dis- 
missed, as the committee had never been 
made a party to the case., nor properly 
served with the papers, Judge Griggs sus- 
tained the motion. Judge Bartlett read 
the demurrer of the Mercantile Trust and 
Deposit Company, and made an elaborate 
argument, At the conclusion of his speech 
the court adjourned for dinner, until 2:30 
o'clock this afternoon.

Judge Lompkin Charged the Jurors 
Yesterday Morning. 


TWENTY-TWO INDICTMENTS FOUND 


Judge Van Epps Begins Actual Work 
Today—In Judge Lumpkin’s Court. 
Gossip About the Courts. 


Twenty-two true bills and a number of 
no bills were found yesterday by the new 
superior court grand jury, which began 
work with Mr. L. B. Nelson as foreman. 

As soon as the jury formed, Judge Lump- 
kin charged them. He made a short but 
decidedly concise talk. He dwelt upon the 
gamblers and advised the grand jury as 
to the law on gaming, Judge Lumpkin also 
directed especial attention to those who 
were accused of carrying concealed wea- 
pons. ae 

The minor.offenses were all reviewed and 
the grand jury charged regarding the law 
bearing upon them, Judge Lumpkin was 
decidedly thorough in his review of the 
offenses that would probably be dealt with 
by the grand jury. Throughout hig charge 
he was given the closest attention. 

Immediately after hearing the judge's 
charge, the grand jury retired and ‘began 
work upon the various cases presented to 
them, Of the nearly two dozen true bills 
found the greater portion related to such 
offenses as gaming and carrying conceal- 
ed weapons. A number of jail cases were 
disposed of also through indictments. 

The criminal superior court begins work 
on the first Monday in April and all of 
the work of this grand jury will come up 
at that time before Judge Tlark. The 
term promises to be one full of hard work. 
Already two cases have been sent back 
from the supreme court for another triai 
and each of-these cases will consume the 
greater portion of the week. One is the 
case of Adolphus Duncan. who was con- 
victed of having criminally assaulted Mrs. 
M. C. Sanner and sentenced to hang, ac- 
cordingly; the other is that of Lacewell, 
who shot Officer Barrett, and was sentenc- 
ed to ten years in the penitenfiary, In the 
meantime Judge Clark is kept busy with 
the DeKalb county court. and is having 
but little rest preparatory to the severe 
strain that will follow the taking up of the 
March term business in Fulton county.

THEY ARE INDIGNANT. 


North Carolinans in Atlanta Roast 
the Legislature of Their State. 

The loyal sons of North Carolina who 
have left their native heath to make their 
homes in Atlanta, and who compose the 
membership of the North Carolina Society, 
most emphatically disapprove of the action 
of the legislature of their state in adjourn- 
ing on account of the death of Frederick 
Douglass, while refusing to adjourn in 
honor of the birthdays of Washington and 
Lee. 

They not only express emphatic disap- 
proval of such an inconsistent step, but are 
indignant at it, and have adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions, giving their thoughts on 
the question: 

**Resolved, That the North Carolina So- 
ciety of Atlanta has heard with keen morti- 
fication and deep indignation, that the 
legislature of North Carolina refused to 
adjourn on the birthdays of Washington 
and Lee and did adjourn in honor of the 
late Frederick Douglass. Though Washing- 
ton and Lee have their places among the 
greatest name of history, and their fame 
is unbounded by state or nation, is rever- 
@ntly claimed for all mankind, yet, as 
Americans of the south, we feel that they 
are peculiarly ous own, noblest types of 
southern manhood, examples of as fine a 
race as ever trod the world, 

“North. Carolina has always loyally dore 
them honor, 

‘Douglass was @ malignant hater of the 
south and her civilization. With his one 
talent, an eloquence as false as it was bit- 
ter, he labored for the ruin of the south, 
the destruction of her manhood and wo-

manhood, the pollution of her fair name in 
all the civilized world, Take this away 
from Douglass and nothing remains, 

“For the individual opinion of his south- 
ern admirers we do not care. They qin be 
left to the solitude of their own shame, But 
that Douglass should be honored before 
Washington and Lee by men of the legis- 
lature of a great commonwealth. st 
among her heroic sisters in exulting sac- 
rifice of noble lives for what she believed 
the right, and in that capitol so often fill- 
ed with glorious echoes of her past and 
grand resolutions for her future, is a dis- 
grace unspeakable. But that is not the 
voice of North Carolina, and the future of 
the land of our fathers will be as glorious 
as her past, 

“History preserves together the lives of 
nations and their enemies, but even if 
Douglass is doomed io perpetuation, we 
trust that those who borrow reputation 
from his greater light, may fall from the 
annals of the state into quick and unhon- 
ored oblivion.”

Deputy Marshal Henderson Takes a 
Squad of Men to the Ohio Prison. 

A squad of United States prisoners turned 
their backs upon the iron doors of the Ful- 
ton county jail yesterday afternoon and 
left for the Ohio penitentiary at 2 o'clock

They had been in the jail for several 
weeks, and had made a number of friends 
among the inmates of the grim place of 
correction, The usual farewell scene was 
enacted in the jail corridor and fraternal 
greetings were sent by the delegation to 
Jim Lawshe and other notable, characters 
who lately sojourned at the jail.

Discussion is what 
the bimetallists want; the wider the 
better. There has never been any co- 
herent reply to the arguments of the 
silver men; there never will be; and 
the sooner that fact is made apparent 
to those who have never had the oppor- 
tunity to study the question for them- 
Selves the better it will be for the peo- 
ple. 

The argument of the populists, as we 
understand it, is that the conference 
will have a tendency to delay action in 
this country. This is on the theory that 
the people are a set of blind and igno- 
rant fools, who, having permitted them- 
Selves to be entrapped and enslaved by 
the money sharks, are now only waiting 
for an opportunity to formally sign 
away their own liberties. We do not 
believe the people are such fools as 
that. On the contrary, we believe the 
proposed conference will have the ef- 
fect of stimulating action in this coun- 
try. If bimetallism would improve the 
condition of the little nations of Europe 
how much more important is it that the 
people of the United States should con- 
fer together at the ballot box and re- 
monetize silver. 

If there is nothing to be gained by 
the international conference, there is 
nothing to be lost. If the European 
nations are willing to come together and 
discuss the feasibility of legislating in 
behalf of silver, they will be much more 
willing to enter into an agreement when 
the people of the United States have re- 
monetized it and restored its commer- 
cial value by renewing the demand for 
it at the mints. 

The movement in Europe ought to 
stimulate and increase the energy and 
enthusiasm of the silver men in this 
country, and it will have that effect if 
a few political cranks do not stand in 
the way. : 


The People Will Triumph. 

General William Booth, of the Salva- 
tion Army, has been talking to The Nev 
Yerk World. Flis theme was th? peo- 
ple, their misery, how to rescue the's. 

“IT have been disappointed © in the 
American peop'e” he says. He thinks 
they do not believe in grace, and re- 
gard it as no good for backing. They 
want the backing of the republican par- 
ty, of the democratic party, or Mr. 
Cleveland, or somebody else. “It is 
your ballot box,” he says, of which you 
are so proud, that is to be your undoing 
unless you wake up to what the situa- 
tion is. He then sums up the situation 
thus: 

The millionaire is on top now and the 
great crowd is struggling beneath in mis- 
ery. They are the sans culottes—the 
breechless fellows. They see the million- 
aires having every comfort, while it is as 
much as they can do to make a living, and 
the poorhouse at the end when all is doné, 
The next revolution will not be by force. 
It will be by your ballot box, which the 
breechless multitude has just begun to 
learh uoy ty ut 

One day they are gui"z to turn things up- 
side down. They are the mai... The mill- 
jonaires are the few. The millionaires wil! 
then be underneath, the breechless multi- 


tude on top. 
It will be well if they stick to voting only. 


It would have been well in the French rev- 
olution if they had let the breechless multi- 
tude vote at the start. 

It would have brought Napoleon nearer 
by a year or two. Isn't that an important 
thing to think of? Isn’t it better to lose 
your money-bags than your head? 

The fact so tersely stated by General 
Booth, that the millionaire is on top 
now, is equally plain to the people. He 
could not, if he wished, exaggerate the 
completeness with which the million- 
aire has taken possession of everything 
in sight. 

But the “breechless multitude,” whose 
prudence General Booth seems to fear, 
ean be trusted. It is composed of the 
people whose valor made this country 
free, whose wisdom has built it up, and 
who require the aid of no “superior 
class” to tell them what to do. They 
have not been trained in the French 
school, but in one whose only weapon, 
the ballot, has turned humbugs out of 
office heretofore, and which may be re- 
lied upon to do it again. 


Turkish Outrages. 

We referred yesterday to the condi- 
tion of affairs in Turkey so far as it af- 
fects American citizens and Christian 
missionaries. We return to the subject 
today for the purpose of suggesting that, 
in all probability, our government has 
not been placed in possession of certain 
events of recent occurrence. It is to be 
feared that the discussions that have 
arisen in regard to the propriety of re- 
moving Consul Jewett has somewhat 
obscured matters. Otherwise we ven- 
ture to hope that Mr. Gresham would 
have deferred all questions regarding 
the removal of Mr. Jewett to a period 
when the Armenian outrages are made 
the subject of a full and complete in- 
vestigation. 

It is true the Sassoun commission is 
engaged in that business, but the Turk- 
ish government is making frantic ef- 
forts to prevent the publication of any- 
thing from the commission. The un- 
speakable Turk is not only trying to 
suppress facts, but is trying to blind the 
eyes of the United States government 
by urging that Jewett is an enemy of 
Turkey. 

The difficulty with Jewett is that he is 
trying to uphold the dignity of his gov- 
ernment by protecting American citi- 
zens from the fanaticism of the Mos- 
lem population. In 1893, when an 
emergency warranted it, Mr. Jewett 
went of his own accord to Marsovan, 
and, by establishing himself and his 
flag on the American mission premises, 
prevented a massacre. Had he failed 
or delayed action, the American mis- 
sionaries would have been the first vic- 
tims. He reported the true state of af- 
fairs, and when the Nepberry inves- 
tigation showed the truth of his report, 
the guilty officials were removed. 

For his action in this matter the 
Turks have never forgiven Jewett. Hs 
has been almost boycotted by the gov- 
ernor of Sivas, and has been denounced 
by Turkish officials as an “enemy.” A 
question of great importance at present 
is whether Minister Terrell is independ 


| ent enough of Turkish influence te in- 
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vestigate the truth of any statement 
that the Turks may make against Mr. 
Jewett. 

Meanwhile the situation is critical 
enough. In the last week of January, a 
Sergeant of the palace guard stabbed 
sixteen persons, men, women and chil- 
dren. One was killed outright and two 
others are dead by this time. These 
people were assassinated because they 
were Christians. As usual, the Turkish 
government is trying to screen the as- 
sassin. The murdered man was Mr. 
Stupe, an American. 

It will be interesting to see what Mr. 
Gresham proposes to do—whetber he 
proposes to investigate the Turkish 
charges against Consul Jewett, or 
whether he intends to demand repara- 
tion for the assassination of an Ameri- 
can citizen by an officer of the sultan’s 
palace guard. 


The Diversity of Blessings. 

“To those whom the Lord loves He 
sends His blessings in abundance,” was 
the hearifelt exclamation of a very de 
vout lady upon hearing of the good for- 
tune of a friend. : 

These blessings come in varied and 
unexpected ways, but so long as they 
rench the family hopper there will be 


found no fault upon that score. There 
is Mrs. Talmage, for instance, who has 
been blessed by a husband, the elo- 
quence of whose tongue brings many 
other blessings in its train. Lately a 
lady died in Brooklyn who added her 
$13,000 bank account to the list, Mrs. 
‘Talmage herself being the recipient. 
The donor had relatives, many of 
whom would have been delighted to 
have had the blessing directed their 
way, but their tongues were not as per- 
Suasive as that of Dr. Talmage. It is

but fair to say, however, that the dead 
woman, while in life, was so disagree- 
ble that her relatives gave her no com- 
fort, while Mrs. Talmage did, and their 
interest in their kinswoman was only 


awakened when her dollars were 
brought into the probate court. In this 
example they are not without imitators, 
for there is hardly a rich man in the 
world who does not shiver when he 
hears some possible heir remarking 


upon his failing health.

The Decadence of Families. 


| The permanence of prominent families 


undergoing strain in the 
United States. 

There are in this country communi- 
ties which have been in existence for 
800 Vvears, and yet it would be impossi- 
ble to find any descendants of the promi- 
nent families of the first century, and, 
indeed, but very few of the second, 
while those of the present generation 
might be counted on one’s fingers. 

There lives no man in whose veins the 
blood of Washington runs. Perhaps it 
is best that it is so, for if the decay 
Should have followed in his that over- 
took the families cf most others who 
were prominent with him, it would be 
pitiable to see a Washington as a drunk- 
ard or an imbecile. The Adamses,’ the 
Shermans and a few other families have 
maintained respectability, but the great 
trend of the of prominent men 
has been downward, 

The name of Jefferson Davis is not 
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nernetuated, nor is that of Alexander H. 
Stephens. Like Washington both names 
must stand as closed in history. Even 
in those families which have been per- 
petuated, what pitiable samples have 
been left for inspection. 

If fatality follows the families of 
great men, how much more sweeping 
it has been with the families.of -rich 
men. Almost before the founder of 
the family has retired from active busi- 
ness, he sees his sons gone to the dogs, 
the creatures of evil habits and rushing 
headlong into the great abyss. Mean- 
While the office boy in the business 
house in which this fortune was built 
up, is destined to control it later on. 

Time, like the tide, is a great leveler. 
Those who shone last year are begging 
‘for alms at the backdoor this year, and 
thus all danger of an aristocracy based 
upon birth is impossible. 


Gone Into Retirement. 

The Boston Herald anxiously inquires: 

Where is Don Manuel Dickinson these 
days that he permits the Michigan demo- 
crats to declare for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the old ratio? 

It has been some time since the lux- 
uriant side whiskers of Don Manuel 
were toyed with by the breezes in the 
federal capital. His continued absence 
suggests that he must have gone into 
Winter quarters, where existence is oc- 
casionally enlivened by the arrival of 
other cuckoos for whom the people have 
no further use. 

In the decade from 1870 to 1880 
there was a gradual awakening in the 
great northwest from the bad policies 
which distinguished the republican par- 
ty. Under the flag of the greenback 
party thousands of honest republicans 
protested against the monetary policy 
of their party, and demanded an infla- 
tion of the currency. It was under this 
banner that the great states of the 
northwest were wrenched from repub- 
licanism, and worked up for admission 
into the ranks of the democracy. Their 
adhesidn to the old party, which they 
regarded as being responsible for seces- 
sion and the war, was because they be- 
lieved it to be the best agency through 
which to. get rid of the control of the 
money sharks. This had been promised 
to them in state and national platforms, 
and it was on this very issue that the 
present vice president entered congres- 
sional life. 

It was in this era, when old leaders 
were being overthrown, that men like 
Vilas and Dickinson, seeing which 
way the wind was blowing, attached 
themselves to the new movement. This 
movement they found strong enough to 
capture the state governments of Michi- 
zan, Iowa and Minnesota, and in 1884, 
that of the United States itself. So far 
it was the common people and so-called 
“inflationists” that controlled, and it 
was as the beneficiaries of this move- 
ment that Cleveland, Dickinson and 
Vilas found it possible to cross their 
legs under the mahogany council table 
in the white house. 

Now, where is Dickinson? After hay-

Whitworth and Lord Armstrong, of gun 
fame, and G. 8. Thomas, the inventor of 
the basic Bessemer procegs.”’

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THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE, 


Interesting Suggestions Bearing Upon 
the Proposed Convocation. 
Washington Correspondence New York 

World. 

That something will come of a conference 
thus called there are great hopes. The last 
two international! monetary conferences 
were called by the United States, this 
country taking the initiative in each case 
They were failures. As ultra-silver views 
are supposed to obtain in this country, 
another conference called by the Unitec 
States would hardly meet with any more 
success, notwithstanding the increased fa. 
vor shown to silver by popular sentiment 
in England, Germany and France. But if 
this sentiment abroad becomes strong 
enough to caure any one of those countries 
to request an international conference, the 
chances are thought to be far more prom- 
ising than before that something may be 
accomplished. 

Recent Developments Abroad. 

The recent developments in Germany, 
France and England seem to indicate that 
a decided change in the feeling of these 
countries towards silver has taken place 
since the Brussels conference. They ap- 
pear to show, moreover, that these great 
financial powers now look with more friend. 
ly eyes on the proposition for the remone- 
tization of silver on an international ratio 
The silver optimists in both parties in 
congress hail with satisfaction the agita- 
tion in Burope in favor of an international 
conference, as they believe that it cannot 
fail to bring about an understanding, and, 
in fact, a recognition of the principle oi 
bimetallism. How significant is the fresh 
impetus given to the discussion abroad 
may be understood by recalling the decla- 
rations of the delegates of the three 
powers at the Brussels conference, which 
was convened at the invitation of the 
United States. 

Germany, through her delegates, express- 
ed her entire satisfaction with her mone- 
tary system, and declared that she had no 
intention of modifying its basis. Germany 
has now taken the initiative in the move- 
ment for another conference, and judging 
from the declarations in the reichstag the 
imperial government has come to realize 
that silver must be recognized more ex- 
tensively in the world’s monetary transac- 
tions. Such a reopening of the question 
would scarcely be advocated by Germany 
if her delegates were nut to be given more 
latitude and power in discussing the propo- 
sitions in favor of bDimetallism that may 
be advanced. So restricted were the dele- 
gates at the Brusseis conference that they 
could not take part either in the discus- 
sion or in the vote upon any resolution 
looking to an international ag-eement. 

Of Great Significance. 

The obvious change in the attitude of 
Germany is of great significance. Ger- 
many, while nominally on a gold basis. 
is still one of the largest silver holding 
countries in the old world, and the recent 
disturbances in Europe growing out of 
the tendency of the several powers to- 
wards a gold standard are probably re- 
sponsible for her anxiety at this time. 

France’s interest in the establishment 
of international bimetallism is well under- 
stood. The large proportion of silver in 
her currency and the legislative safscuards 
she has been compelled to adopt to protect 
her gold from export are the reasons why 
that country is ready to join with the 
other financial powers in fixing an inter- 
national ratio between gold and silver. 
The delegates of France to the Brussels 
conference were not bound so rigidly as 
the representatives of Germany, and ir 
fact they were empowerd to take an ac-

tive part in the proceedings of the con- 
vention. The French delegates, however 
presented no proposition, but were in- 
structed to carefully consider the schemes 
outlined by the United States. This coun- 
try, having initiated the conference, was 
looked to by the European countries repre- 
sented as the one to advance a proposition 
for international bimetallism. France 
manifested more interest in the satisfac- 
tory solution of the problem than either 
Germany or England. 

Spain, Italy, Belgium and Austria were 
inclined to endorse any pian acceptable to 
Germany, France and England, and now 
that the whole question has been reopened 
in those three countries it may saYely be 
said that the sentiment of all Europe has 
undergone a most significant change. 

The Stumbling Block. 

England, as has been said, was the 
stumbling block at Brussels, and were she 
in the same attitude now she would be cer- 
tain to embarrass any international agree- 
ment. Since the Brussels conference, how- 
ever, sentiment has so developed tiuat Sir 
William Houldsworth, who was one of 
Great Britain’s delegates, was moved to 
declare in the house of commons that e 
further fall in the level of prices would 
prove a general disaster, and that nothing 
short of an international bimetallic agree- 
ment would furnish a permanent solution 
of the difficulty. 

Great Britain, apparently, has come 
around to this way of thinking, and the 
debate and vote in the commons encour- 
ages the belief entertained by the silver 
conservatives in this country that the next 
conference will result in something more 
than an interchange of opinions. 

The attitude on the part of Great Britain 
is the most hopeful sign that has yet de- 
veloped, and it is this that has impressed 
President Cleveland so strongly as fore- 
shadowing favorable results from another 
conference. 

Ambitious Watchers. 

The growth of sentiment abroad in favor 
of bimetallism is being watched with the 
keenest interest by the leaders of the 
great political parties in this country. If 
the silver problem were to be solved by in- 
ternational agreement, there are many 
presidential aspirants whose minds would 
be considerably relieved. The silver ques- 
tion is bound to be one of the chief issues 
in the campaign of 189, and both parties 
are maneuvering to avoid the endorsement 
of an out-and-out free coinage plan. It 
is not surprising that the hopes of the 
great political leaders are centered in a 
conference which might accomplish much 
towards clearing the political atmosphere 
in this country. No one questions that, if 
left undecided, the silver prublem will 
threaten the harmony of the two represen- 
tative political parties. The repeal of the 
Sherman law, with its incidental factional 
strife in the democratic party in congress 
followed by the demand of the presidem 
for gold bonds, for the retirement of green- 
backs and treasury notes, has divided the 
majority in this congress into almost ir- 
reconcilable camps. The great majority of 
the democratic party has stood steadfast 
in favor of the recognition of silver, and 
it is well understood that its future prom1- 
nence in national affairs will hinge upon 
the ability of its leaders to conciliate the 
silver element in its ranks. President 
Cleveland realizes this as much as any 
one, and, with an eye to the future, he 
appreciates the possibilities of an _ inter- 
national conference in the line of taking 
the disturbing question out of politics. 

Democratic Discord. 

The split in the democratic party over 
silver is perhaps more serious than has 
been supposed from surface indications. 
The silver following has divided into radi- 
cal and conservative camps, and the former 
are openly advocating the organization ol 
a new party with the free coinage of silver 
as its creed. Bland, Bryan and other dis- 
affected representatives who were defeated 
in the recent election attribute their retire- 
ment to the course of the party on the 
silver question, and they are hatching a new 
alliance between the advocates of the white 
metal in the republican, democratic and 
populist parties in the west and southwest 
These two sections of the country are the 
strongholds of silver. The southwest hesi- 
tates to leave her old mooring in the demo- 
cratic party, and as democracy means 
more to that section than silver, it is hard 
to imagine that the revolt will extend to 
any serious limits. Republicanism in the 
south is indissolubly allied with the race 
question and with the power of the col- 
ored vote, and democracy means white 
control. The west, therefore, is the only 
section in which the radicals can hope tc 
secure any great footing. 

It is no secret that Bland, Bryan and 
the rest believe that there is a great Op- 
portunity for missionary work in the re- 
publican party in that section. But the 
real leaders of the silver movement do not 
take a very serious view of the radical] 
enterprise of Bland and Bryan. Men like 
Teller and Wolcott in the republican party 
and Morgan and Cockrell in the democratia 
party, believe firmly that the recognition 
of silver can be better accomplished within 
the lines of the two parties as they are 
now established. : 

It Will Not Down. 

There is no doubt that both political 
parties in the platforms of their next 
national conventions will be forced to 
make some straightout declarations on the 
silver question. If a monetary conference 
be not called in the meantime both parties 
are certain to be confronted with @ prob- 
lem that may involve a future rearrange 
ment of political organizations in this 
country. If a monetary conference were 
to reach an agreement the situation woulc¢ 
be much simplified; if it were to result 
in failure the difficulties in the way of 
preserving old party Mnes would be greatly 
increased. In the latter event the silver 
question would certainly be one of the chief 
issues in the next presidential campaign. 

With a future so ominous in its posibill- 
ties it is not surprising that both parties 
look to a monetary conference with so 
much hope. e

Flour in 1872 was worth $12.50 to 
$13 per barrel, sugar 16% cents per pound, 
salt $2.50 per sack, one pair traces $1.25 
nails 12% cents per pound, soda 20 cents per 
pound, rice 15 cents, and so on through 
the list. Dry goods have declined even 
more than the articles mentioned. Goods 
that now sell for 8 to 2 cents then 
brought from 40 to 90 cents.

GEORGIA’S DISPLAY. 


A Conference of the State Educational 
Committes Yesterday. 


VIEWS OF WELL KNOWN EDITORS 


Professor J. H. Chapel, Commissioner 
Glenn, Dr. H. C. White and Dn I. 8. 
H opkins Speak—Meeting This Weck. 


If the spirit evinced by the educational] | 


committee at the state capitol yesterday 
morning is significant of the success to 
which the plans of the exposition commis- 
sion will be carried, the meager appropria- 
tion of $17,500 made by the legislature for 
a state exhibit at the Cotton States and 
International exposition will not be such a 
small affair after all. 

The resources of the state, including the 
departments represented under the great 
dome, will itm advertisd to the full ex- 
tent of the appropriation and the sum of 
money appropriated for this purpose will 
be divided in such a way as to accom- 
plish the greatest amount of good. 

A meeting of the commission will be 
held early in the week and the manner of 
division will be agreed upon at that time. 
The people of Georgia have enough gonfi- 
dence in the wisdom and ability of the 
commission to know that the money will 
be fairly divided and that after this divi- 
sion is made the amount that each depart- 
ment gets will be applied to its legitimate 
use without extravagance. 

Leading Educators Speak. 

The meeting yesterday morning was in 
the nature of a conference held by the 
members of the educational committee. 
The purpose of the meeting was to hear 
from several invited speakers, representing 
the educational institutions of the state 
and to submit a report to the commission 
recommending certain features for the 
state exhibit, in addition to a fair esti, 
mate as to the division of the sum ap- 
propriated. 

In the absence of Governor Atkinson, the 
chairman of the commission and the ex- 
officio chairman of the educational com- 
mittee, the meeting was called to order 
by Commissioner Nesbitt. 

It was held in the commissioner’s office 
at the state capitol and among those pres- 
ent who took a conspicuous part in the 
proceedings were Dr. H. C. White, of 
the State university; Professor J. H. 
Chapel, of the Girls’ Normal and Industrial 
school at Milledgeville; State School Com- 
missioner Glenn, who represented the com- 
mon schools of the state, and Dr. 1. 8. 
Hopkins, of the Technological school. 

Clear and logical talks were made by 
each of the speakers who addressed them- 
selves to the special topic upon considera- 
tion. They impressed the board with the 
fact that having accepted their invitation 
they had come prepared to discuss the 
educational feature of the state exhibit 
from the standpoint of men who knew 
whereof they were speaking. 

For the Normal School Girls. 

Professor Chapel, of the Girls’ Normal 
and Industrial school, was the first 
speaker to address the committee in be- 
half of a good educational exhibit. 

He deplored the fact that a larger sum 
of money had not been appropriated, but 
thought, under the circumstances, that 
by taking a proper degree of pride in the 
exhibit a worthy display of Georgia's edu- 
cational facilities could be made. Profes- 
sor Chapel enlarged upon the work of 
the Normal school and displayed consider- 
able enthusiasm in urging upon the com.- 
mittee the necessity of having this insti- 
tution well represented in the state ex- 
hibit. He took the position that Georgia 
could not afford to slight this institution 
which had already, during the brief period 
of its existence, conferred a lasting benefit 
upon the state. Professor Chapel spoke 
at length and stated he wanted all the de- 
partments of the school represented in 
order to show the people of the state 
who should visit the exposition exactly 
what the school was doing and what had 
been accomplished. 

Commissioner Gienn’s Talk. 

In behalf of the common school system 
Commissioner Glenn addressed the com- 
mittee. He clearly demonstrated the fact 
that, during his brief connection with the 
office, he had thoroughly mastered the sit- 
uation and was perfectly familiar with the 
work of the common schools in Georgia. 
He explained the difficulties in the way of 
these schools and showed that, in spite of 
these difficulties, a wonderful degree of 
progress had been attained. There was not 
a child in the state who was denied the 
privileges of the schoolhouse, and the sys- 
tem was as thorough as the limited ap- 
propriation for that purpose could possibly 
make it. He thought the people of Geor- 
gia should know exactly the status of the 
common schools and for this purpose he 
urged that a sufficient sum of money be 
set aside by the commission. The speech of 
the commissioner was brief, concise and 
to the point, and it was evident that his 
views were received by the committee with 
keen appreciation. 

Dr. White for the University. 

Dr. H. C. White spoke for the State uni- 
versity. He made a strong plea for that 
institution, and urged that the university 
of the state should be represented by all 
means in the state’s exhibit. He reviewed 
the work of the university, in its various 
departments, showing the several branches 
of instruction taught and the progress at- 
tained by that institution during the past 
few years. He thought the university was 
fairly entitled to a good representation and 
stated that a splendid exhibit would be 
made by the students of the university in 
the event the efforts of the institution were 
not hampered by a too meager siice of 
the appropriation. Dr. White referred to 
the magnitude of the fair, and also to the 
need of making such anh exhibit as might 
impress the visitors to the exposition with 
the degree of progress attained by the 
State in educationa! lines. 

And the Techs, Too. 

Dr. White was followed by Dr. I.. 8. 
Hopkins, the president of the Technological 
school, and one of the leading branches 
of the State university. His views were 
clearly put and were urged in a manner 
that fully demonstrated the zeal of the 
speaker. He spoke of the need of educa- 
ting the young men of the state in practical 
lines and of turning out skilled mechanics, 
capable of filling responsible positions. The 
development of the material resources of 
the state that called for the establishment

~The Superior court of Coweta is in ses- 
sion, and the fate of the g00d-looking 
young murderer will possibly be decided 
me week, There are those who say that 
Feltman will be convicted beyond question, 
but in spite of what appears to be the con- 
clusive evidence against him, the young 
man has lost none of his cheerfulnss, and 
talks about the result of his trial, confident 
that acquittal will come, 

The circumstances leading up to the ar- 
rest of Feliman were queer. Just a vear 
before the day he was caught at Macon by 
Captain Thompson and ‘Sergeant White, of 
“oe the Atlanta force, Feltman drove into New- 
a nan, where he was well known, and began 
Se to get in shape for his Saturday afternoon 
jag. Among the crowd of boys who in all 
country towns are a menace to the commu- 


nity, and who delight to terrorize the most 
timorous class of inhabitants with deeds of 
daring and strong feats, Feltman was ac- 
knowledged to be the leader, and when 
in the dead hour of night the sleeping pop- 
ulace heard the clamor and the screams 
from this band of roverg they quaked with 
fear lest injury might befall them or their 

property. é 

John Feltman was always at the head, 
He was considered a jolly, thoughtless, 
reckless young fellow, but not until after 
the affair with the marshal was it known 
that he was a dangerous character. 

Feltman, some time :before, had had 
trouble with Hw dy, and when, the after- 
noon of the tragedy, the officer attempted 
to arrest him it angered him beyond rea- 
s0n, His potations had been abundant, and 
when Marshal Hardy sow the young man 
his conduct was of such a nature that it 
called for immediate arrest. 

Feltman refused to accompany the mar- 
shal to the lock-up at first, He was in- 
duced by friends, however, to go without 
further resistance, and had nearly reached 
the place when he turned and declared that 
he would go no further, 

There was a brief struggle, and before 
the crowd could rush in Feltman jerked 
his pistol and poured a volley into the 
body of the officer. Hardy fell over a dead 
man, 

Coolly placing his pistol back in his pock- 
et, the murderer walked aWay, and, after 
hitching up his horse, drove in the direction 

_of his father’s home, several miles in the 
country. 

There was no effort made to delay or cap. 
ture him, 

The excitement, wheh the facts of the 
killing became known, was great, and re- 
Wards were offered by the city council, by 
private subscription and by the governor 
for the arrest of Feltman, !

Early Morning Gossip. 


Dow,Jones News Company by private wire 
to J. C. Knox, manager: It is doubtful 
whether the bear party obtained as much 
stock Saturday as might have been sup- 
posed from the magnitude of dealings. 

The presence of ex-President Greenhut in 
this city among his brokers is attracting a 
good deal of attention on the supposition 
that he represents a large short interest. 

Transactions in Sugar were moderate in 
volume and apparently chiefly by traders. 
It was said there was a short interest 
which had become uneasy on account of 
the recent strength of the stock and had 
determined to cover before the next divi- 
dend had to be paid. Dividend rumors were 
as usual conflicting. It was very confi- 
dently declared that the dividend would be 
3 per cent, also that is would be 2 per cent. 
The facts undoubtedly are that not even 
the Havemeyers know at present what 
the dividend will be. 

Louisville and Nashville broke Saturday 
on sales by Hatch Bros., Kirkner and Lon- 
don brokers. It was considered partly for 
a short account and partly London liquida- 
tion. Cables said there was more disposi- 
tion abroad to sell Louisville and Nash- 
ville than there has been for a long time. 
Insiders here took rather the opposite view, 
cabling and saying that the Louisville and 
Nashville situation promised to improve 
rather than get worse and that speculative- 
ly the stock had declined enough to justify 
moderate buving on scale. 

St. Paul sold Saturday lower than before 
the panic in 1893. The selling Saturday 
started with London and was helped by 
Mr. Dumont. The principal buying was 
by Sands & Co., 1,500, and Mr. Savin, who 
resumed operations apparently under an 
old scale order. He bought about 1,000 
shares on the decline. The selling led to a 
belief that insiders’ outlook for earnings 
was not very favorable. London cables 
said selling there was on the bellef that 
there would be no dividend, but this view 
was not shared by those likely to be well 
informed. They said the probabilities fa- 
vored a dividend of 1 per cent. 

During the latter part of the last week 
the selling of London arbitrage stocks be- 
came quite pronounced and started num- 
erous inquiries as to the source of the 
selling. Arbitrage houses here found that 
orders were almost invariably from the 
Same source in London and were so out of 
the ordinary that selling attracted atten- 
tion. Some put selling down to certain 
leading operators in “‘Kaffir” market, who 
had been conspicuous in the American 
market a few years ago. But that did not 
exnlain the persistent selling nor the pe- 
enullar sources from which the orders came. 
Fis name is a synonym of bear—Mr. W. J. 
Wheeler.

Financial Gossip. 

From The New York Stockaoilder. 

Liquidation has resuited in iower prices 
Seneraliy Lor Some prominent stocks in the 
luwest prices quoted in Over a year. The 
market tnrouguvut January and lb ebruary 
Strugeied iurtively against conditions which, 
as trequently insisted upon in these cvl- 
umns, were bound to Overpower it eventu- 
ally. To such conditions it is now suc- 
cumbing. 

‘The nigh priced stocks, the trunk lines 
and coalers are the last to yield, because a 
sort of halo has enveloped them that ied 
their owners to believe tnaat somehow these 
parcticuiar properties would be exempt trom 
effects which have caused such general 
depression. That halo is now disappearing 
berore hard, cold facts, chiefly the inability 
to earn present raies of diviuenus, 

Disappointing developments in trade con- 
ditions have tollowed hopeful predictions, 
adding to the discouragement in financial 
circles. Among uhese are such facts as that 
withdrawals of goid from the treasury have 
not ceased, $2,000,000 having been taken 
since the bond issue in exchange for legal 
tenders; that the great Edgar Thompson 
steel works are closed for lack of business 
and that Europe is again a seller of se- 
curilfes in liquidation. 

As bank clearings measure the volume 
of trade more accurately than any other 
test it is interesting to record the toial 
for the past week—$934,000,000, only $52,000, QU00 
more than in the dull period a year ago, 
while $325,009,000 less than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1893. That unfortunately is 
sufiicient evidence of the continued con- 
traction in trade. 

Earnings tell about the same ectory as 
clearings do. In the third week in Ieb- 
ruary sixty-six roads increased Jess than 
1 per cent over the poor record of a year 
ago. The features to these weekly state- 
ments were material losses by Lhe southern 
roads, due in part to the bad weather, 
but primarily to the general depression in 
business, more especiaily in the cotton and 
iron industries, and the abnormaly low 
prices for the latter products. 

Grain tonnage at the west was a little 
larger, but the failure of the corn crop is 
severely felt both .n that territory and in 
the east by: trunk lines, as denoted by the 
rather startling fact that in tue month of 
January those lines brought to this city 
7,500,000 bushels less grain and tour than 1n 
the corresponding week of Is. Waich 
stands for a pretty large shrinkave in Jan- 
‘uary revenues. 

Exports of wheat and flour increased 
nearly a million bushels over the »7eek be- 
fore, but were a little less thun :n 189. 
Exports of cotton fu.l «ff ani were 98,000 
bales, compared with 114,00 the w2ek pre- 
ceding, and 115,000 a yeir ago. itxports 
since September Ist foot up 56.156,500 bales, 
an increase over the corresponding period 
last year of 1,048,000. r’ovt receipts for the 
week at 238,000 bales compared with 92, 
week before last, (8/00 a year ago, and 
120,000 in 18982, the great croD yerr. Since 
September Ist receipts foot up 6,736,009 bales, 
against 5,237,000 in 3894, ar] 6,113,000 in loSz. 
Acute depression in some of the railway 
shares and a moderate advance in certain 
industrials, notably Sugar and Distilling, 
were the notable features to Saturday's 
market. Louisville, on London selling, de- 
clined about 2 points; St. Paul, 1. In both 
cases bad earnings were among the selling 
incentives, though as to St. Paul doubtful 
dividend prospects have their weight. 
Exchange was very strong throughout 
the week and gold would have been ex- 
ported naturally had it not been kept here 
artificially, that is by the operations of the 
bond syndicate which supplied the demand 
for bills. Nevertheless actual rates closed 
at the top.

The communication set 
forth the views of the Consolidated com- 
pany why the petition should not be grant- 
ed, and was as follows: 

‘Ts the Mavor and Council of the City 
of Atlanta— Gentlemen: We realize the im- 
portance to all concerned of the contest over 
the question of a new electric railway from 
the center of the city to the old water- 
works property.

“Your attention is called to the fact

Now, can your body fail to appreciate the

“Many things ought to be considered by 
your body in dealing with these fran- 
chises. The city has absolute control as 
to what streets shail have railways upon 
them, This control is given to be exercised 
wisely for the benefit of everybody concern- 
ed—individuals and corporations. The city 
is a subordinate part of the state govern- 
ment, The state, by its Own published laws, 
declares that it will not have built railroads 
paralleling each other within a distance 
of ten miles, except near the terminal,where 
necessarily they must come together closer 
than ten miles, The state policy, adopted 
after long and serious consideration as 
being for the best interests of the state, 
it seems to us should largely affect the ac- 
tion of the city touching such matters, 

“Again, the value of street railway sere 
vice depends largely upon the ¢peed with 
which passengers may be carried to and 
from their homes, The proposed line of the 
Atlanta Electric Railway Company crosses 
the tracks of this company seven times. 
Those crossings will necessarily impede 
transit, for our cars must make over 0) 
stops more every day when those crossings 
are made than they are now making, That 
would delay from three to four thousand 
patrons about five minutes every day. Time 
is very valuable in meeting trains, business 
engagements, etc, 

“This city has a mile of street car tracks 
to every 612 people—more than any other 
city Known to us in the world. If our lines 
are so paralleled as to make them less prof. 
itable we shall necessarily have to reduce 
the service along Pryor and Washington 
streets, 

“The attention of the Hale Investment 
Company has often been called to the ne- 
cessity of our protecting ourselves in these 
matters, but always with an offer on our 
part to enter into traffic arrangements with 
them in any way which would conserve the 
interests of all parties concerned, We be- 
lieve that it would be profitable to all par- 
ties for them so to treat with us, but, of 
course, neither you nor we can force such 
contract.

layed long enough. 

Mr. Welch gave notice that he would ob- 
ject to the rules being suspended at that 
meeting of the council for the purpose of 
hearing citizens on the petition. as he hoped 
that the matter would be discussed at the 
committee meeting to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 

The New Telephone Company. 

Mr. Welch, of the second, in the absence 
of Chairman Harman, of the committee on 
electric lights, telegraphs and telephones, 
sent to the clerk’s desk and had read an 
ordinance drawn by City Attorney Ander- 
son allowing the new telephone company 
recently formed to build and operate a 
new telephone system, provided it put all 
wires in the fire limits under ground, The 
ordinance not having been before the com- 
mittee, it was referred to the committee 
on electric lights, telegraphs and telephones 
This will delay action on the telephone pe- 
tition two weeks. 

Mr. Inman, chairman of,the finance com- 
mittee, reported that warrants had been 
drawn for the sum of $12,515.63, expenditures 
since the last meeting of the council. 

Mr. Inman reported adversely on @ reso- 
lution introduced by Mr. Campbell several 
meetings ago, providing for an increase of 
help in some of the city offices. Mr. Camp- 
bell wanted to know the reasons that 
actuated the finance committee in report- 
ing the resolution. Mr. Inman told him 
that there was no reason, but that the 
committee did not think the officials desir- 
ing the help had done their best. 

On motion of Mr. Nelms, who had been 
appointed by the finance committee to 
look into the question of additional help 
being needed in the city offices, and who 
had been unable to do so, the adverse re- 
port was recommitted to the financial com- 
mittee.

‘The Action. of the Bvangelical Ministers 
Yesterday. 


AN AUDITORIUM MAY BE ERECTED 


A Committee of Twenty-one Appointed 
to Extend the City’s Formal Lavi- 
tation to Mr. Mooay. 


The meeting of the evangelical ministers 
yesterday morning at Trinity Methodist 
church was largely attended and the work 
accomplished by the association puts it on 
record as one of the best meetings of the 
year. 

Dr. R. V. Atkisson presided and the duties 
of secretary were performed as usual by 
Dr. T. P. Cleveland. 

In regard to the letter received from 
Evangelist Moody, relative to a religious 
cajnpaign in Atlanta during the exposition, 
the association was harmonious in extend- 
ing an invitation to Mr. Moody on the 
terms suggested in his letter to Dr. Atkis- 
son, 

It will be remembered that a letter from 
Mr. Moody was published in The Constitu- 
tion a few days ago in which he stated 
that he would be giad to come to Atlanta 
next fall if he could secure an auditorium 
with a seating capacity of three or four 
thousand, 

This letter was read at the meeting yes- 
terday morning. After a brief discussion 
it was agreed without a dissenting voice to 
extend Mr. Moody a formal invitation and 
to undertake to secure for him, before next 
fall, a suitable auditorium. 

A committee of twenty-one, consisting of 
Dr. Atkisson as chairman, ten members of 
the association and ten laymen, belonging 
to the various churches of the city, was 
designated by the association to communi- 
cate with Mr. Moody and to extend to him 
a formal] invitation, not only in behalf of 
the association, but in behalf of the 
churches and religious people of the city. 

Dr. Gilbert Invited. 

It was announced at the meeting that 
Rev. J. E. Gilbert, the secretary of the 
American Society of Religious Education, 
was planning to make an extensive tour 
of the south and that Atlanta would proba- 
bly be one of his stopping points. 

In order to make this sure a committee 
was appointed to extend an invitation to 
Dr. Gilbert to visit this city. 

The object that Dr. Gilbert has in view 
in making this tour of the south is to or- 
ganize Biblical institutes for che discussion 
of Bible truths. He is one of the ablest 
men and one of the deepest thinkers of 
the religious worid in this country.
